The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claims 15, 23 
and 35 are allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach 
the recited thermostat including an electric temperature control circuit mounted in the 
refrigerator but outside the refrigerator chamber, the electric temperature control circuit 
including a setting element which is physically movable relative to a remainder of the 
electric temperature control circuit, different relative positions between the setting 
element and the remainder of the electric temperature control circuit indicating different 
temperature settings for the thermostat; a flexible control cable mechanically connecting 
the manual regulator and the setting element of the electric temperature control circuit 
for mechanically transferring physical movements of the manual regulator into 
corresponding physical movements of the setting element, and hence, into 
corresponding temperature setting of the thermostat. (See claim 15); control box 
containing both the electric temperature control circuit of the thermostat and the light 
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source, the control box being mounted In tlie refrigerator but outside tlie refrigerating 
cliamber (see claim 23 and 35).
